Legal experts say the battle between the feder- 
al government and Apple Inc. over unlocking 
the contents of an iPhone is about more than 
simply helping investigate the San Bernardino, 
Calif., terrorist attack. 

“The FBI’s request ... represents the next 
step in the journey to find the Holy Grail of 
backdoor unencryption, and the next salvo in 
the ever-escalating battle between law enforce- 
ment and tech companies,” said Robert Cat- 
tanach, a cybersecurity attorney and former 
Department of Justice special counsel. 

The dispute between Silicon Valley and the 
federal government has been brewing for some 
time, but this is expected to become the defin- 
ing case. 

Chenxi Wang, chief strategy officer at the 
network security firm Tvistlock, said the court 
battle would be a seminal moment in balancing 
“privacy and civil liberty against government 
data access.” 


“If Apple succeeds in fighting the court or- 
der, it will set up a high barrier for the FBI and 
the other government groups to access citizen 
data from now on,” Wang said, adding: ‘Apple 
is now viewed as the flag bearer for protecting 
citizen data, and if they succeed, there will be a 
flood of other companies following suit.” 

Here are some basics about the case. 

What is the dispute about? 

AU.S. judge in Riverside, Calif., at the FBI’s re- 
quest, ordered Apple on Tuesday to help with a 
key part of the San Bernardino terror probe by 
developing software to hack into one of its own 
devices, an iPhone 5c, used by gunman Syed 
Rizwan Farook. Farook and his wife, Tashfeen 
Malik, killed 14 people and wounded 22 others 
before dying in a shootout with police. 

Apple Chief Executive Tim Cook has said 
that obeying the order would set a dangerous 
precedent, and that creating a “backdoor” to 
its own security systems could compromise 


the security of billions of customers. 

“Up to this point, we have done everything 
that is both within our power and within the 
law to help them,” Cook wrote in a letter pub- 
lished on the company’s website. “But now the 
U.S. government has asked us for something 
we simply do not have, and something we con- 
sider too dangerous to create.” 

What happens next? 

The company will file an opposition to the 
court order. 

What is the government 
saying? 

In the government motion, the FBI argued 
that Farook intentionally disabled the phone’s 
iCloud backup function six weeks before the 
Dec. 2 terror attack at the Inland Regional 
Center. Any communications during that time 
that may be linked to the shooting, as well as 
location data that might help the FBI map the 


movements of Farook and his wife before and 
after the attack, are accessible only through 
the phone itself, the government said. 

Investigators were able to retrieve some 
data from previous iCloud backups, and com- 
panies like Apple normally comply with re- 
quests to retrieve cloud data because they do 
not involve giving the government access to 
company servers or altering software. The San 
Bernardino County Department of Health, 
which employed Farook, actually owned the 
device and gave the FBI permission to search 
it, according to court filings. 

The court order handed down Tuesday 
would require Apple to provide the FBI with 
a “recovery bundle,” a file that would reboot 
Farook’s device while disabling the auto-erase 
feature that would normally be activated after 
10 incorrect log-in attempts. That would allow 
the FBI to repeatedly enter passcode guesses 
without risk of destroying the data on the 
phone.

GETTING ALL 

BOOKED UP 

More people booking Airbnb on Chicago’s South Side

T he number of travelers choosing to 
stay in an Airbnb rental on Chicago’s 
South Side has skyrocketed as more 
residents are opening their homes to travel- 
ers, according to a newly released report by 
the home-sharing service. 

Nicole Cobb-Oliver, a manager at Second 
City, is one of the South Siders who’s joined 


the home-sharing service, offering up her 
apartment in a neighborhood that has very 
few hotels or similar travel accommodations. 
She posted her one-bedroom place on Airbnb 
in November to make some extra spending 
money 

Away from Chicago’s touristy neighbor- 
hoods like downtown or Wrigleyville, she listed 
the living room with a couch and futon in her 


Hyde Park apartment for $35 a night. A month 
later she got her first guest: a father visiting his 
child at the University of Chicago. Two weeks 
later, she would see more guests tied to U. of C., 
including parents visiting and a man applying 
for a teaching position on campus. 

“I love meeting new people and also just be- 
cause it’s extra money for me. I feel like they 
have a good time while they’re here,” said 
Cobb-Oliver, 32. With the Harper Theater, 
Bar Louie and restaurant Porkchop nearby, 
she said, “It’s a really nice area to hang out 
with your kids and do stuff.” 

Out of the 20 0,0 00 -plus people who 
booked an Airbnb rental in Chicago in 2015, 
17,100 of them stayed on the South Side. 
That’s up from 7,200 guests per year, repre- 
senting a 137 percent increase from 2014. The 


number of South Side options for travelers in- 
creased, too; apartment and other home list- 
ings more than doubled from 300 in 2014 to 
660 in 2015, according to Airbnb. 

South Side hosts made a total of $2.6 mil- 
lion in Chicago last year. 

Despite the climb on the South Side, over- 
all the bulk of visitors opted for Airbnb rent- 
als on the North Side. 

With only 13 hotels on the South Side, 
Airbnb is “making it much more convenient 
for someone whose family lives in any of the 
neighborhoods on the South Side to stay close 
by as opposed to staying downtown and being 
a taxi and train ride away,” Airbnb spokesman 
Christopher Nulty said. 

Barbara Teague, 56, recently booked a Hyde 
Park apartment on Airbnb to attend her son’s 
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graduation in December from the University 
of Chicago. 

“We had a great experience, and I loved 
feeling as if we were Hyde Park residents,” 
said Teague, who lives in Virginia. 

When visiting their son, Teague and her 
husband have stayed at the old Ramada Inn 
in Hyde Park and downtown hotels until the 
Hyatt Place opened near campus. Then, they 
tried Airbnb for the first time last year, choos- 
ing to stay in Hyde Park to support the local 
businesses and to avoid the downtown crowds. 

“It is exciting to see how much the area has 
grown over the past four years, especially so 
the students and parents have more places to 
go without going downtown,” Teague said. 

Beyond Hyde Park, Airbnb data shows the 
South Side is attracting guests to the com- 


munity areas of Douglas, which includes 
Bronzeville and is close to McCormick Place; 
Bridgeport, home to the White Sox ballpark 
and hipster bars; Kenwood; and Englewood, 
where Spike Lee’s “Chi-Raq” was filmed. 

Among the neighborhoods that saw the 
most growth in bookings were Gage Park, 
which is close to Midway Airport, and South 
Chicago. Gage Park had six bookings in 2014 
and 261 in 2015. South Chicago only had a sin- 
gle booking in 2014 but saw 35 in 2015. 

The popularity of Airbnb on the South Side 
could grow considering the Obama presiden- 
tial library is coming to either Washington 
Park or Jackson Park and Spring Awakening 
has moved to Jackson Park. But it comes at 
a time when the city is considering legislation 
to regulate the industry and require hosts to 


register their units. 

Travelers have a desire to explore the South 
Side and experience all it has to offer, Nulty 
said. Hosts often recommend their favorite 
coffee shops, restaurants and boutiques to 
their guests, who end up patronizing local 
neighborhood stores, he said. 

A September 2014 Airbnb report on the 
economic domino effects of the home-shar- 
ing service shows that 34 percent of a guest’s 
daytime spending is in the neighborhood 
where they are staying. 

Jessica Fallen has made close to $2,000 
since July when she posted her entire 
Bronzeville apartment on Airbnb. 

“I was able to afford my rent as a result of 
booking out my rental unit for various week- 
ends throughout the summer. If it wasn’t for

this service, I wouldn’t have been able to keep 
up on the rent alone,” she said. 

Fallen, 30, is paying $625 a month for rent 
as she works to restructure her company Em- 
body Physique Health and Fitness. 

Having guests stay at her place or nearby 
gives visitors a chance to get to know her 
community and redirects money to busi- 
nesses that sustain the neighborhood, she 
said. The Bronzeville Jerk Shack recently 
opened, and there’s a bike shop, community 
garden, art galleries and a trolley tour through 
Bronzeville’s art district in the summer. 

“I was successful at booking out of town 
guests because most were excited to explore 
the many new developments in my area,” 
Fallen said.

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Stephan James 
on the modem, 
universal relevance 
of Jesse Owens 
biopic ‘Race’

Not black history,” “Race” star Stephan James tweeted 
recently “Just history” It’s the kind of statement that speaks 
volumes on its own but is ripe for elaboration. 


“You look at a story like ‘Selma’ {in 
which James also appeared] and you go, 
‘That’s not just black history Martin Lu- 
ther King didn’t just affect black people; 
he affected people all over the world,” the 
22-year-old, Toronto-native actor says at 
the Park Hyatt. ‘And it’s the same thing 
with Jesse Owens. He’s not a black hero. 
He’s not an American hero. He’s a world 
hero. I look at it as they’re so much big- 
ger than black icons.” 

It’s a strong assessment of “Race,” 
opening Friday, featuring a subtly break- 
out turn from James as Jesse Owens, 
whose pursuit of Olympic track-and-field 
gold intersected with the 1936 games in 
Berlin, where for a while the U.S. con- 
sidered boycotting due to the rise of the 
murderous Third Reich. Owens, who 
was black, also received pressure to stay 
home to make a statement against the 
white-supremacist beliefs of Adolf Hitler 
and Nazism— it’s no spoiler (this hap- 
pened 80 years ago, after all) to say that 
Owens decided to compete and took 
home four gold medals (and became best 
friends with a German runner), solidify- 
ing his status as the fastest person on the 
planet at the time. 

“I think a film about Jesse Owens 
would have been relevant five years from 
now Five years ago,” James says when I 
mention the sadly modern relevance of 
“Race,” particularly with its reminders of 
the long history of racism in this country 
“Tomorrow. Next week.” 

On the perception that most leading 
roles for black actors are in films deal- 
ing with race: “It’s so much bigger than 
a black and white issue. It really is. It’s 
bigger than myself. It would be selfish 
for me to say, ‘Yeah, black people only 
get these type of roles.’ It’s not just a 
black issue. There are women who are 
struggling for roles. There are people 
who are struggling for roles because 
they’re too old. People who are strug- 
gling for roles because they’re different. 
Or they’re gay The issue is not race. It’s 
diversity.” 

Something Americans should know 
about racial issues in Canada: “I think 
a lot of people are just ignorant, not 
just Americans. A lot of people are just 
ignorant to the racial issues that are in 
Canada and really all over the world. I 
know for myself, we see a perspective of 
America that’s maybe more magnified, 


but it doesn’t mean that those things 
don’t exist in Canada as well. I’ve cer- 
tainly had experiences myself that are a 
testament to that. For sure. It’s different, 
but it’s not like it’s nonexistent.” 

How interested he was in history or 
activism when he was a kid: “I’ve never 
been an activist. A lot of these stories, a 
lot of aspects of these stories, I had no 
clue about. Obviously I knew a little bit 
more about the civil rights movement 
and Martin Luther King and those sort 
of things, but in terms of Jesse and what 
he did and where he did it, I had no clue 
about it. I don’t proclaim to be a history 
buff by any means. For me it was just 
research. I had to do my research and 
figure out what those times were like. 
Whether you’re looking at the 1960s in 
Alabama or whether you’re looking at 
the 1930s in America during the middle 
of the Great Depression or 1936 in Nazi 
Germany For me it was just a learning 
process. I had to learn and be familiar, 
become familiar with these people, their 
stories and their struggles. It’s an act- 
ing experience but also an educational 
experience.” 

If it would have been easier or harder 
for James, a natural athlete, to play the 
slowest man on the planet: “Hmm. 
That’s a good one. That is a good one. 
After playing Jesse, I don’t know if I 
could be the slowest man on the planet. 
{Laughs} That would definitely be a chal- 
lenge for sure.” 

What he believes Owens changed: 

“What’s so interesting is I don’t think he 
intended to go there and show anyone 
up. He wasn’t that type of person. He 
was a very modest sort of individual. 

But he loved running so badly It really 
shows again why it doesn’t matter- 
people loved him because he was the 
fastest man on the planet. They loved 
him and appreciated his talent. And 
we see people in Nazi Germany who 
loved him, cheering and screaming his 
name. So I think that in essence he 
showed the world why it really doesn’t 
mater. It doesn’t matter where I come 
from. It doesn’t matter what I look like. 
He showed Nazi Germany, and he did 
it in the biggest way possible, and he 
didn’t even intend to do it that way He 
changed the world with his love for the 
sport.”

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What has to happen for people not to think 
race factors into sports (or anything else): 

“We have to look inside of ourselves and find 
things that unite us rather than all the things 
that could separate us. Jesse and Luz {the 
German he befriended] had a billion things 
that could separate them back in 1936, but 
they found the one thing they connected 
with most, which is running, and the sport, 
and you see in sports all the time— black, 
white, Chinese, Indian, if you’re on a team 
with someone, that’s your teammate. That’s 
your brother. So I think that it shouldn’t 
factor into sports. How we look, where we 
come from. None of that matters. How good 
are you? How talented are you? Those are the 
things we should be judged by Nothing else.” 


If all the footage of current athletes (com- 
pared to minimal footage of athletes from 
past generations) will change the way we 
tell their stories: “Oh, yeah, it will change it 
dramatically There’s so much more infor- 
mation for people to use and for people to 
see. Whether it just be mannerisms and 
cadences, the way people talk in interviews, 
the way people are. We see much more 
emphatic athletes nowadays than in the days 
of Jesse Owens. He was very modest, and a 
lot of athletes were very, very modest in their 
way of doing things. Nowadays in the age 
of social media where games are covered in 
massive, hi-def arenas, and you get to really 
see and know players and athletes and things 
like that, there’s going to be a whole body of 
material for people to choose from if they’re 


looking to make a story about a LeBron 
James, about Steph Curry, about whoever. 
Tom Brady Whoever it may be, there’s going 
to be massive amounts of information for 
that, so it’ll change for sure how we choose to 
depict them in the future. ... It’ll be interest- 
ing. You’ll have to find an edge, if you will, to 
those stories.” 

His favorite sports movies as a kid: “Coach 
Carter,” “Gridiron Gang,” “When the Game 
Stands Tall” (which co-starred James) 

Why they don’t make those very much 
anymore: “I don’t know It’s hard to tell. 

They certainly have an effect on people and 
resonate with people. I think that sometimes 
people think that it’s only an athlete thing 


so only athletes will be interested in it. But 
really some of these stories, they speak to 
people on so many different platforms, you 
really don’t have to be an athlete to want to 
watch it. That’s how I feel about this film. 

You don’t have to run track. You don’t have 
to be an athlete. You don’t have to be black. 
And you don’t have to know about Jesse. This 
film will teach you about him and what it is 
he has done.” 

If it’s illegal in Canada to say anything bad 
about Justin Bieber (one of James’ favorite 
artists): “It’s against the law They actually just 
amended it last year. So nothing bad about Jus- 
tin Bieber. Or Drake really Just not allowed.”

‘Race’ rooted in history 
but still relevant today

Last week it was 
“Where to Invade 
Next.” Now it’s 
“Race.” America, 
February’s movies 
want you to take a 
look at yourself. 

While deliberately 
focused on one pe- 
riod of Jesse Owens’ 
life, “Race” does 
not shy away from 
certain sobering 
elements of its story 
particularly the huge statement comparing 
racism in the U.S. to hatred in Nazi Ger- 
many It’s not suggesting total equality there 
(and degrees of oppression is not a contest), 
but effectively recognizing that, as 
the American Olympic Commit- 
tee was considering whether or 
not to boycott the 1936 games in 
Berlin because of Hitler and the 
Third Reich, the U.S. still, as it 
does today, experienced plenty of 
racial disparities and unrest. 

Before he is faced with the ques- 
tion of competing on an international level 
in such a volatile, hateful place, Jesse (the 
promising Stephan James of “Selma”), an 
aspiring athlete studying at Ohio State 
University in the mid-’30S while sending 
envelopes of just a few dollars to his girl- 
friend and daughter in Cleveland, must get 
on the same page with Larry Snyder (Jason 
Sudeikis). 

The coach says he doesn’t believe in peo- 
ple with natural ability because they don’t 
work as hard; is Jesse willing to put in the 
effort? The young man first recalls picking 



hundreds of pounds of cotton at the age of 
6. “Yes, sir,” he says to Snyder. “I can work.” 

Fact- and sports-based movies dealing 
with racism are hardly uncommon, but 
1) That doesn’t make them any less valid 
and 2) “Race” succeeds in identifying some 
pretty startling truths, including U.S. Olym- 
pic committee member Avery Brundage’s 
(Jeremy Irons) dealings with Nazi leaders 
like Joseph Goebbels and a German runner’s 
surprising bond with Jesse. Director Stephen 
Hopkins (“House of Lies”) also depicts 
the rise of bigotry in Germany within the 
boundaries of a PG-13-rated portrait of 
history 

By the way: The sign “No Jews or dogs 
allowed” outside the Berlin sports center is 
another reminder, not that we needed one, 
why Lena Dunham’s New Yorker 
piece comparing her Jewish boy- 
friend to a dog was ignorant and 
I offensive. 

I When a group of people has 
been persecuted and compared 
to animals, don’t write something 
that you think is funny and cute 
that does the same. Yes, I’m still mad 
about that. 

“Race” loses track of Jesse’s daughter and 
only somewhat engages the intricacies of 
what it takes to win in sprints and the broad 
jump and other events that made Jesse the 
fastest person in the world at the time. 

It’s unclear why Brundage avoided a 
scandal. But the movie’s title obviously has a 
very clear dual meaning, and the pressure on 
Jesse to either boycott and make a statement 
or compete and still feel a ton of pressure 
represents more moral ambiguity than found 
in most stories like this. Necessary stuff.

See this movie, but not with your family 



If your dad’s 
screaming “Silence, 
creature!” and he’s 
talking to you, clearly 
something has gone 
terribly wrong in the 
household. 

In the i630s-set 
“The Witch,” whose dialogue is eerily taken 
from journals of people who were around for 
the days of thinking people were witches, a 
New England family banished to the woods 
starts to deteriorate when food becomes 
scarce and the oldest daughter, Thomasin 
(AnyaTaylor-Joy, excellent), loses track of 
multiple siblings and tells the others (as a 
joke), “How I crave to sink my teeth into thy 
pink flesh.” Humor turns into rumors then 
suspicion, and promising first-time feature 
writer-director Robert Eggers captures fear 
and belief’s ability to soar above reason. He 
also allows the dark, damp emptiness of the 
woods— where Dad (Ralph Ineson) hopes to 
find food but seems to come across an evil 
bunny— to add creepiness on its own. He 
doesn’t overdo it with music or cheap effects 


that now have become embarrassing rather 
than terrifying. 

More unsettling than scary though, this 
slightly overhyped folktale moves slowly 
through its 90 minutes, to the point where 
even the devil (surely you’ve seen all the sto- 
ries about the Satanic Temple latching onto 
this one) may be checking his watch a time 
or two. Between the many startling images 


is a bit of down time, which seems more like 
stretching than building, and the final scenes’ 
attempt to escalate the WTF factor actually 
do the opposite. But damn if there aren’t 
moments, which are better off left unspoiled, 
that will pop into your brain later and send 
a chill down your spine. And not just as a 
reminder that running naked through the 
woods is probably not the smartest.

If I had to choose 
one adjective in the 
English language to 
describe love, I would 
probably use “ir- 
rational.” That’s also 
how I would describe 
Netflix’s latest origi- 
nal series, “Love.” 

The show, created 
by Judd Apatow, Paul 
Rust and Lesley 
Arfin, centers around 
two people and the story of their unlikely but 
inevitable courtship. Set in Los Angeles, the 
first episode introduces us to Gus (Rust), a 
tutor on a Hollywood set, and Mickey (the 
forever wonderful Gillian Jacobs from “Com- 
munity”), who works on a radio advice show 
Both are in incredibly toxic relationships, but 
by the end of the first episode, they are free 
of their significant others and coincidentally 
meet at a convenience store. 

But because the very idea of love makes me 
want to set all my belongings on fire (irrational, 


I know), I decided to break down the show by 
what I loved and what I didn’t love. 

What I loved 

“Love” reminds me a lot of the other Apa- 
tow-produced show, “Girls.” I often describe 
“Girls” as the show in which the 
four most deplorable people ex- 
ist. But the truth is, both shows 
are fairly real about what it’s like 
to just be a person. 

People are horrible some- 
times. They disappoint. They 
fall short of your expectations. 

But sometimes they come 
through. It’s weird and messy, 
but it’s life. Apatow succeeds when 
it comes to making “Love” feel true to life, 
and Mickey and Gus are no exception. 

Mickey is flawed. She uses everyone in 
her life, including her perfect roommate, 
Bertie, and she never apologizes or accepts 
the consequences of her actions. Gus, on the 
other hand, is infuriating in his approach to 
life. He’s nice and you want to root for him, 


but he’s unwavering in his desire to prove to 
others that he’s cool. 

The show is unapologetic in its portrayal 
of these characters. They are pure garbage 
fire, and that is OK. 

What I didn’t love 

Look, as a society we under- 
stand the tropes of romantic 
comedies. Two people are going 
to end up together. And in most 
cases, the geeky Woody Allen- 
ish guy gets the hot mess. But 
these characters are incredible 
messes. There’s not a single 
reason why either of these 
characters should be together. You 
know that, too, but you still root for them to 
get together. 

Y)u sort of get tired of these characters 
halfway through the season. And I’m not sure 
if the creators knew who these characters 
were when the season started. Gus wants 
Mickey but then abruptly doesn’t; that felt 
unnatural as it happened. Mickey has an

alcohol and drug problem, but it’s only super- 
ficially discussed, as if it’s not a real problem 
affecting real people. 

As the season winds down, you’re just so 
tired of their {bleep} that watching these 
two get together almost feels contrived. 

And I can’t say I was surprised because I was 
expecting a rom-com, but I wanted some- 
thing that felt real to the characters. So what 
if they don’t get together right now? They do 
because that’s what’s expected. But then the 
season ends and you’re just like, “OK, now 
what? Do I have to watch another season of 
their relationship? Do I care? Probably, but 
I shouldn’t.” And the show has already been 
picked up for a second season. 

At one point during the first season Mick- 
ey says, “Hey, just so you know, relationships 
are {bleep}ing bull[bleep}.” Yeah, we know. A 
lot of things are, yet we invest our time and 
energy in them anyway 

Sometimes it’s just worth it. Even if it is 
irrational.

WORTH A TRIP

“They asked me what they should change. I 
said everything,” said Dudley Nieto, chef and 
partner of Rojo Gusano. 

Nieto’s response wasn’t intended to insult 
the Moreno family, who asked for his advice 
when looking to update their Albany Park 
restaurant, Mayan Sol Latin Grill. Rather, 
the roving chef, who’s made a career opening 
a bunch of traditional and modern Mexican 
spots in Chicago including Adobo Grill, 
Chapuline, La Fonda del Gusto and Zapatis- 
ta, was ready for something new. 

“I love Indian, Thai, Korean,” Nieto said. 

“I travel a lot and have experienced so many 
global influences. I was ready to reflect that 
in what I did next.” These ideas opened a 
dialogue between the Morenos and Nieto, 
which eventually led to the reconceptualiza- 
tion of Mayan Sol to Rojo Gusano— named 
for the red worm found at the bottom of 
some mezcal bottles. 

In some ways, Rojo Gusano is Big Star’s 
bro-tastic beach bum cousin from Baja, Calif., 
who brings bourbon, globally influenced tacos 
and a surfboard to the family reunion. 


It’s a laid-back spot with $2 taco Tuesdays 
and Wednesday night movies, where I caught 
the end of a Bruce Lee flick and munched on 
free housemade kettle corn. A kitschy film 
followed in which a buxom woman shook 
her derriere while my friends and I chowed 
down on guajillo chili-braised short rib tacos 
spiked with citrus-centric salsa and spicy rad- 
ish. The whole scene reminded me a bit of a 
whiskey-soaked night at Delilah’s in Lincoln 
Park. 

The tacos here feature fluffy griddled-to- 
order tortillas that smell like freshly picked 
sweet corn. I hate how so many taquerias 
overcompensate for the flimsiness of their 
tortillas by double-wrapping them to stand 
up to the filling. Rojo Gusano’s tortillas are 
much more substantial. My favorite taco 
featured creamy curls of shrimp slathered 


with bright Thai green curry topped with a 
nest of crunchy Napa cabbage ($3.50 each 
or $10 for three). I also loved the arrachera 
taco ($3.50 each or $7.50 for three) stuffed 
with juicy nuggets of freshly grill-caramelized 
carne asada dripping with garlicky mojo de 
ajo sauce. 

While the tacos are good (some of them 
could have used more salt, though not the 
arrachera or green curry camaron), there are 
two particular dishes I’d drive miles for. The 
first is an octopus and shrimp ceviche ($8.50). 
A lot of Mexican ceviches tend to sit around 
with the fish turning to mush under the 
harsh acidity of lime juice. But Nieto draws 
on Peruvian influences here and tosses the 
shrimp and octopus with lime, yellow chili 
pepper paste and sweet and sour tamarind at 
the time of order. He throws in some mon- 


ster toasted cancha corn (think Corn Nuts on 
steroids) for crunch and a tiny half dome of 
sweet potato. The sauce was bright, fresh and 
zingy but the flesh of the seafood was firm 
and had a satisfying chew 

Though there’s plenty of meat and seafood 
on offer at Rojo Gusano, my absolute favorite 
plate was an empanada stuffed with creamy 
farmer’s cheese, epazote leaf and roasted 
portobello mushrooms ($3). The half-moon- 
shaped shell dappled with flaky pockmarks 
from the fry oil was a killer pastry A house- 
made chimichurri dip served on the side 
burst with a vinegar bite and the slow burn 
of red chili flake. The empanada mixed well 
with a smoky sweet and bitter Oaxaca mule 
cocktail ($9), a Latin riff on a Moscow mule 
featuring fernet, mezcal, cherry puree, ginger 
beer and lime. After a few sips and a bite of 
the empanada, I could envision myself in Ar- 
gentina drinking in the coastal air of Buenos 
Aires, which I imagine is the kind of journey 
Nieto hoped to inspire.
